Tuiswas nearly the average value 01 the 
exports from Énglaud between the years 
1750 and i76o.—In that period, Great. 
Britain maintained a navy conAâing of 
rom 3 to 400 ihips, one hundred of which 
were of the line. 
Her fcamen were indeed 
more numerous than ours at prefent ; hut 
the fame kind of policy which has made 
'eamen for Britain will make then for 
America. 


Such is the prefent condition of America 
in regard to refources for naval defenfe.—. 
The United States arc at this moment fé- 
cond to no nation on earth, except Great« 
Britain, in Ihipping, good feamen, and all 
kinds of materials for a navy. 
And in the 
prefent ftate of Europe, no nation, except 
Britain, has the fame amount of commerce. 


In regard to future profpet^s, the United 
States Hand firft on earth. 
In thirty years 
from this time, our population will equal or 
exceed that of the united kingdoms of Great- 
Britain and Ireland ; and calculating upon 
the prefent ratio of ihipping, exports and 
enterprize, the commerce of the United 
States will, at that period, exceed the com- 
merce of Great-Britain by one £fth or one 
fourth. 


This eilimate fuppofes that Great-Britain 
fliaU meet vrith no uncommon troubles from 
Frcnch enmity nor internal violences ; but 
proceed gradually in an incrcafc of people 
and manufa^ures. 


If thefe ftatemcnts are calculated to in- 
i'p'vrc thA citixens of America with a high 
idea of their own ftrength and importance, 
there 
another which is perhapslefs known, 
but is of no fmail moment in a view of na- 
tional tefenfe—-This is, the ftrcngth and 
»¿iivitj of native American fcamen. 
No 
men wlo traverfe the ocean have the fame 
degree of mufcular ftrength and ailivity as 
the Americans, efpecially thofe from the 
Eailcrr States. 
It is a faé\ well known 
that thi labouriiig people of New-England 
arc taller, and have more ftrength and firm- 
nefs of fibres, than the fame clalfes of people 
in England or France. 
Their height is no 
difaavintage in a land force, and their muf- 
cular i^rength and agility are of great ad- 
vantage on the ocean.* 


Thele advantages are rot fufiicicntly 
known and appreciated by our rulers and 
citizens. 
Peace is ever a moft dcUrable 
good, and war a moft diftreiTing evil. 
But 
the tamenefs of the Americans, under the 
robberies and plunder of their ihips at f«a by 
the powers of Europe, maniftft an inexcu- 
fable apathy. 
There feems indeed to be 
fome fpirit in our country ; but it is prin- 
cipally exerted in difcufling the queftion, 
whether it is not beft to fubmit to one, fur 
the fake of repelling the injuries ofanothér
